GENERAL de GAULLE and his 
supporters have been far more aff- 
ected by the Russian decision than 
the French Communists. After un- 
successful flirting with Britain 
and the United States to obtain 
support for the French plan, de 
Gaulle, shortly after the liberation 
cf Paris, flew off to Moscow and si- 
gned a treaty with Marshal Stalin. 
Many Frenchmen have been dis- 
tressed that, though de Gaulle was 
willing to sign a treaty with Russia, 
he consistently refused to make 
an alliance with Great Britain. 


In this attitude he has been sup- 
portea by Bidault and his new gov- 
ernment. De Gaulle’s position was 
that it was useless to make a treaty 
with Britain when there was no 
agreement on Syria or on Germany 
Syria is now an old and finished 
story. But the German story is still 
on ‘he map. De Gaulle has consist- 
ently implied that, though he may 
have paid a heavy price by admitt- 


ing the French Communists, he got 
a good bargain in return. Though 
he might have been rejected by 
Churchill and Roosevelt, he had the 
firm support from Stalin. Now all 
these specious assurances have be- 
en proved illusory. And de Gaulle 
and his entourage are receiving 
much criticism for their abandon- 
ment of French interests from all 
excep. the Communist party.

THE EFFECT OF Molotoy’s de- 
claration may, none the less, prove 
of interest to France. It would be 
of interest to France to maintain 
indejinitely a position which nei- 
ther Britain nor the United States 
was prepared to defend. 

This would have been true even 
if Russia had delivered the goods, 
which de Gaulle plainly thought he 
had bought in Moscow. Now that 
Moseow has gone back on this ag- 
reement, all the French parties 
are at liberty to reconsider their 
positions. Already there are signs 
hat the Socialists realize that the 
situation has changed and internat- 
ionalization of the Ruhr is far from 
eiIng a heaven-sent solution to 
French security. 

Tuere seem good grounds for sup- 
poring that in an atmosphere ereat- 
ed by Molotov’s statement, Fra- 
nee may decide to accept Secret- 
ary Byrnes’ proposal for an econo- 
mic merger of the British, French 
and American zones. That way al- 
one lies sanity and France may yet 
live to applaud what she regards 
as Mr. Molotov’s act of base desert- 
ion.
